Suggestions for special and pre­ 
harvest sprays are contained in Sour 
Cherry Spray Letter No. 7 sent to­ 
day by County Agent M. T. H art­ 
man to the county’s fruit growers 
Leaf spot has been 
increasing 
rapidly In a number of orchards and 
fruit rots are a threat, Hartm an 
said. He added that while fruit fly 
is not present in all cherry orchards 
“it is advisable to us* lead arsenate 
In the pre-harvest spray as a m at­ 
ter of protection.” 
Because leaf spot is likely to cause 
serious damage if there is a period 
of more than IO to 12 days between 
sprays, growers should 
apply an 
extra spray IO to 12 days after they 
started on the second cover cherry 
spray, the county agent said. For 
the spray he recommended use of 
I*, pounds of ferbam plus either 
ten pounds of flotation paste sulphur 
or six pounds of 70 per cent paste 
sulphur in each IOO gallons of dilute 
spray. 
The pre-harvest spray, to be ap­ 
plied about seven days before h ar­ 
vest, should include, in a dilute

BIG NON-RIGID 
SHIP FINISHED 


LAKEHURST. N. J. W -T h e ZPN 
—world’s largest non-rigid airship I 
—nosed through a heavy fog for a 
landing here Tuesday at the Naval 
Air Station. 


The huge ship, which took two 
years to construct, left the Good­ 
year Aircraft Co. plant at Akron, i 
Ohio, Monday night. 


It circled over the air station 
for nearly three hours then floated 
through the fog to the mooring 
m ast. Later, it w as taken into a 
hangar. 


A non-rigid ship is one without 
an internal structure in the gas 
bag. Like an enorm ous balloon, it 
is Inflated with helium . 
All en­ 
gines and crew' quarters are sus­ 
pended in a gondola underneath 
the gas bag. 


The new ship is 324 feet long 
and 35 feet high. Capable of doing 
70 knots (about 80 m iles an houri, 
It has engines that can be m ain ­ 
tained and rep a ire d during flight. 
N avy spokesm en claim that the 
new' N-type ship is far superior to 
the K-type used extensively for 
hunting down enem y subm arines 
in World War II.
